Attache’s Trouble

Consulate Attack

Police and gendarmes 
stoud by helplessly being 
eaaily oulnumbered.

“MURDER MILL”

THe polico began investigating 
a possible “murder mill" in which 
some 40 Infants might have been 
slnin after they had arrested a man 
undertaker and a man and his 
wife who opernte o maternity and 
a nursery.
